HOW TO CALCULATE APPROXIMATELY THE 

CONTENTS OF SOUARE. RECTANGULAR 

AND CIRCULAR TANKS 

Square or Rectangular — Multiply the length by the 

breadth and the product by the depth; the result 

multiplied by 6 3i will give tlie contents in gallons. 

Example: — Tank 4 feet long. 4 feet high. 

5 feet deep. 

4 X 4 = 16 X 5s80 X 6^=500 gallons. 

Circular — Multiply the diameter by itself, then mul- 
tiply the product by the depth, and the result 

by 5. 

Example: — Tank 5 feet diameter. 6 feet deep. 

5 X 5^25 X 6 = 150 x 5s750 gallons. 

Water — A cubic foot of water contains nearly 6]4 gal- 
lons (6.2321) and weighs a fraction over 62 pounds.

Birmingham Gauge — or New Birmingham Gauge 
BpG. It is the standard in Great Britain and 
Canada for sheets and hoops, and unless speci- 
ally agreed upon, British sheets and hoops are 
rolled to this gauge. 

British Imperial Wire Gauge, W- G- or S, W* G-— 

It is used throughout Britain and by Canadian 
wire mills for gauging wire and is the Canadian 
Customs standard for Wire, Sheets and Hoops. 
Also used for Tubes, Copper and Brass Sheets. 

Stubs or Warrington Wire Gauge-^Largely used by 
wire makers, especially in the U»S- 

Brown & Sharpe or American Standard Wire 

Gauge, —The standard of the brass makers in 
the U.S-, and largely used for gauging sheets 
and wire for electrical purposes in the "U.S. and 
Canada. 

American Steel and Wire — formerly Washburn & 
Moen, — Used by American Wire makers as 
the standard for all ordinary Iron and Steei 
Wire. 

U.S, Standard Plate and Sheet Gauge,— This 

gauge is the Standard for Iron and Steel Plates 
and Sheets in the U-S, It is very similar to the 
B,G. in leading numbers.
